Portland j Ore. - Five protesters remain chained to each other and a 56-gallon drum filled 
with rocks and concrete at a downtown Portland plaza. 

Police said late Saturday that two of the five Occupy Portland protesters are handcuffed to a 
piece of medal inside the barrel in Terry Schrunk Plaza, which is federal property. At one 
point during the night, eleven people linked themselves together and to the men in handcuffs 
by using U-shaped bike locks. Five remained locked up midday Sunday. 

Portland police spokesman Pete Simpson told The Oregonian on Sunday morning that the Federal 
Protective Services had decided to let the protesters occupy Schrunk Plaza, a federal park, 
for the time being. 



KGW: 'Occupy 1 protesters chain up at Schrunk Plaza 

PORTLAND - Some members of the "Occupy Portland" movement moved into Schrunk Plaza Saturday 
night and chained themselves to a barrel of cement. 

So far, federal authorities haven't tried to force out the seven individuals. 

They spent the night there with temperatures dipping into the mid 30* s - and even set up a 
couple of tents. 

The protesters said it was is in direct repsonse to arrests of "Occupy" protesters around the 
country. 

Schrunk Plaza is policed by the Federal Protective Services. 

Last Tuesday, officers they arrested 10 occupy protesters here.

♦The protesters, while large in number - estimated at 4,500 - are predominantly peaceful; 
however,, a small pocket of individuals damaged some property in the City of Oakland earlier 
today. The protesters are now moving towards the Port of Oakland on foot. 

♦The Coast Guard has been working in close coordination with the Oakland Police Department 
(PD) over the last 48 hours. Neither the CG nor Oakland PD expect waterside protests to 
occur. 

♦There may be a need for waterside access to accommodate facility staffing, 

oThe Coast Guard will assist as necessary on the water, 

o Approximately 50 local law enforcement and county emergency response agencies participate 

in and support the local Coast Guard led Neptune Coalition. All of these agencies are linked 

together through the Coast Guard Sector San Francisco Interagency Operations Center (IOC). 

♦The Port of Oakland was open for business today, Some ILWU port workers did not show up for 
work and therefore, cargo movements were slower than normal throughout the day, 
oLabor gangs were ordered out this evening, but most of the container terminals closed due to 
anticipated street closures caused by Occupy protesters* 

♦There are Coast Guard personnel assigned to and embedded in the Port of Oakland's Emergency 
Operations Center 24/7 to assist the Port and liaison with the Coast Guard, and to monitor 
the security situation, 
oCoast Guard personnel will remain on station until the Port fully reopens. 

♦Sector San Francisco has a ready 87" coastal patrol boat underway in San Francisco Bay, and 
several multi-mission small boat stations ready to respond if needed. Air Station San 
Francisco has a B-0 aircraft ready to respond as well, 

♦Coast Guard Sector San Francisco, District 11, and Pacific Area who are all located in the 
Bay Area, will continue to monitor Occupy protests throughout the evening and respond as 
needed.

? No entry of the group was made onto CBP property. 



? Detroit Police Department (DPD) and Border Patrol were on site for officer presence. 



? Local news channels were also present for coverage. 



? The protest ended after about one hour without any adverse impacts to CBP operations
